Soveral articles havo recently appeared in 


record to tbo designs and workings of the 
kindergarten systoin o£ this city. No one 
who is at all acquainted with tbo subject can 
fail to fool tbat (front good bas been accom- 
plished by this means. And it is tbisvory 
fact tbat bus led to tho establishment of a 
branch of tba work, called Icitcbou gardon. 
This is not so well known, because more 
recent in its origin, but it is destined 
to fill a place fully as important, being 
destined 
for those a grade 
older than 


tho 
kindergarten, and more 
especially 


for 
littlo 
girls. 
Tho object 
of 
the 


school, as implied in the word, is to teach 
the work and various duties of the kitcboa 
under tho guise of plays, as sewing and other 
accomplishments aro taught in tho kindor- 
garton. For instance, one of tho flrst lessons 
is dish-washing, and thoy have a song de- 
scribing tho process, which they sing,. and 
which is sot to a simple tune easily learned 
by tbo children. Aud tboy not only ning 
about it; they actually do it. 
They havo lit- 


tlo dish pans with a division in tbo middle; 
and tbo riuso water one side. Tbey havo hot 
water, and thoy wipo the littlo dishes with 
real little towels, and afterward hang them 
up to dry on a real lino, 


Tho song says: 


"Cleanest things drat, 
That's your rule." 


And as tho action is suited to oacb change in 
tho words, the wbolo process seems one of 
mero play, not study. So with the process of 
sotting the table. How to piaco tho knives 
and forks, lay tho table-cloth, wait on tho 
tablo, etc., aro each and all described in song, 
and carried out on a miniature scale, very 
fascinating to their oldors as well as tUo 
children. Othor lessons aro washing, sweep- 
ing, making bods, and one which, though 
very simplo, is often performed in an awk- 
ward manner, learning to wait on the dooiv 
Thoy are taught bow Co show tho visitor to 
tho parlor, tako tho card, or if nono is pre- 
sented, ask for tho imino politely, not as tiio 
children do at first by abruptly saying: 
"What's your name'" aud to dollvor tho 
message. 


Tho kitchen garden, like tho kindergarten, 


ia too, and has for its object tho training of; 
the girls who will, probably, whon they grow- 
older, go out to domestic sorvico, when, if 
already skilled in their duties, thoy will bo 
able to obtain much bettor, situations. 
It is also hoped it will ba aroiiof to tho housc- 
kcopers who now find it so difllcult to pro-: 
euro woll-tralned servants. Such will hail 
with delight tbo prospect of obtaining. 
ouo already instructed in all her duties in tho; 
kitchen gardon. 
It will also bo a means of , 


improving the homes of tho puplU themselves. ; 
Children are always anxious to put in prac-- 
tico what they havo learned, and they aro 
encouraged to do so. 


Tbo outQt consists of a long tablo, a set of 


disbos, broom, dust-pans and othor imple- 
ments fora class of tnronty-fonr, two teach- 
ers to train tho scholars, though one may to 
sufficient, especially uftor having carriad one 
class through tho course, and one to play tho 
organ or piano; and this requires a good 
singer, one who is able to lend tho children 
aud teach thorn songs. These are all very 
slmplo, and many ot thorn aro sot to familiar 
tunes, such as "Yankee Doodle," "See tbo 
Farmer in tbo Field," etc.

There's no knowing what may hap- 
pen, and he may some timo have his bank 
robbed, or bis ship may bo wrecked and hor 
cargo lost, or ho may lose his clerkship and 
need to oarn , his living in some other way, 
Besides, a man should know how to make all 
his apparel, anyway. If ho never needs to 
doit the knowledge will not hurt him. If bo

Ergo, every father 
should see to it that his son learns tho tailor's 
trade. This is a fair sample of tho stuET and 
nonsense that is poured out about a girl's 
education.

A Great Strike Among 


Mou Averted. 


PlTTSBuno, Juno i—At almost the la» 


moment tlio danger ot a long strike in tb» 
iron business baa been averted by tho manu- 
facturers fiigning tho last year's scale witb 
some low additions. The conference commit 
tecs mot So make a final effort to settle tho quoi- 
tion. The session was short, but decisive, for 
in loss thau half an hour tho scale govern- 
ing tbu wages wus duly signed by tho repre- 
sentatives of both sides. Tho scalo, as signed 
by both sldos, is substantially the same as 
that under which tho mills have been running 
for the past two years. Tho manufacturers 
withdrew tho proposed reduction of 10 per 
cent, and tho workman also made some 
concessions. They withdrew tho clause in 
'.he scale as presented by them at tho first 
conference demanding that all skilled labor 
bo!on£iji£ to tbo association'should ba gov- 
erned by tho scale of prices, even when not 
mentioned therein. In tbo same scale there 
was a stipulation in regard to tho prices for 
boiling "U. S." iron, which has also been 
strickou out, likewise a clause in reference to 
ittterrnediate sizes of square a.nd round iron 
wus omitted. 
If thoro ia any gain over last 


year iu the scale as signed, It is in favor of 
tho wo'*.U->co. Tho clause demanding an 
advance o. ~0 per cent abovo common iron 
prices for working steal sjbflets when harder 
Lbuu iron iu iron sheet mills has been 
included; also tho clausoldemandiagthe ^riiu 
advance for cutting Hteel rails when harder 
thau iron. Tho worlrmon claim that tho 
adoption of the Birmingham paugo 
for 


measuring sheets is a benefit to both sidos, as 
various standards have beau used heretofore, 
resulting in much confusion and diisatlsfac- 
tion. 31r. A, P. Keating, chairman of the 
conference committee, said that tbe scale as 
agreed upon was a compromiso measure. 


"It is a sort of eplitting-the difference ar- 


rangement, with perhaps a little' the largnst 
end of tbo stick In tho workmen's hands," 
s.iid he. "Tbo recent financial flurry had a 
gi-cat deal to do with tha settlement of the 
scale question. A lockout would at present 
throw our workers out' oi; employment, aud 
thoso who have inea^s laid by would in all 
probability start a drain on the saving 
bankp, while tho presence of thousands of 
idlomau in our midst with their families in 
u'unt would undoubtedly have a terribly de- 
pressing effect upon business generally. The 
manufacturers took all thoso things into con- 
sideration, and with a hopo Cbat the trade 
will improve so as TO give tbem better prices.
